© Congregation of Chriftian People difpers'd throughout the 
“World, and efpecially for the Churches of England, 
‘Scotland, and Ireland. Now, Roger, every Body 
knows the Church of Scotland had no Bifhops then, 
for. Presbytery was eftabiifh’d there in 1592 by Act 
of Parliament, as at prefent, and Bifhops werenot 
eftablifh'd again there till 1606.. So that tis not 
the Church of England that countenances fach Nar- 
row and Schifinatical Principles, as to unchurch 
all thofe who have not Bithops, but only the Las- 
dean Fagtion, who, ever fince their Rife, have been 
Incendiaries both in Church and State, and conti- 
siue ftill to favour Popery and Slavery.

21. “tis again fad, That 
God rent \fracl from the Honfe of David. So that 
however the Rebearfer and his Fa&tion may pro- 
phanely langh at it, the jaftifying Caufe why God 
and the People did fo, is plainly affign’d, iz. 
That whereas Solomon had tranfgreis'd the Law of 
the Kingdom, or Onginal Contract, in Dewt. 17. in 
many Inftances, and particularly by multiplying 
Wives and Hortes, (7c. Rehoboam was {o far from 
offering to-redrefs thofe Grievances, tho’ demanded 
by the People, that he threaten’d ‘em with a much 
heavier Oppreffion; therefore God approv'd their 
Revolt, of which Rehoboam, and his Tory Coun- 
fellors, gave the criminal Caufe themfelves; for 
| whatever the Rehearfer and his Faction may do, e- 
very Body elfe will abhor the Thoughts of making 
God the Author and Approver of Rebellion ; which 
differs as much from a jawful Revolt, as Hell does 
from Heaven. 
| I thall add no more at prefent, Roger ; but fince 
the Rehearfer makes fo bold with the Scripture, we 
are not to wonder he fhould do the like with our 
Revolution, and impudently deny that it was 
founded upon the coercive Power, and reaflerted 
it, tho’ it be plain from the Debates betwixt the 
_Lordsand Comimons, printed in 1695, that it was 
fo ; which, together with the kind Letters fent me 
by feveral Gentlemen on that Head, I hope we 
fhalt have Occafion to fet in a full and clear Light 
in a little Time.
